1. The amendment filed on July 24, 2002 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and 
will not be entered because: the proposed amendment raises new issues, such as a web being 
coextensive with the web construction , that would require further search and consideration since 
they were not searched and addressed in the Final Office Action mailed on May 20, 2002 (Paper 
No. 6). 



2. Applicants' arguments filed July 24, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that Reich et al do not teach that the hook fasteners 32, 36 are 
polymeric regions. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. The hook fasteners 32, 36 are 
conventional fasteners of Velcro type. It is well known in the art that conventional fasteners of 
Velcro type are made from polymeric materials. Therefore, hook fasteners 32, 36 in Reich et al 
are polymeric inherently.
